A larg e cro wd gathered o n the co rner 
o f Galena and First street to beho ld o ne 
o f the wo nders o f theHeep that o u r fish­ 
ermen had cau ght in Ro ck riv er. No t a 
fisherman 
o r 
land-lu bber in all that 
cro wd ev er saw su ch a strange so rt o f a 
redho rse as that which lay panting u po n 
the fishcrmo ngers’ bo x , fo r the mo nster 
was still wo rking his gills in an endeav o r 
to pu mp in a little o x y gen. It was still 
aliv e, thu s ex hibiting that wo nderfu l 
characteristic o f its pecu liar specie, great 
tenacity to life. To the cro wd it was as 
great a wo nder as Barnu m’s “ What is It.’’ 
In size it weighed abo u t eight po u nds and 
in shape and appearance was as mu ch 
like a redho rse as any fish we no w can 
call to mind; y et in celo r no t the 
least. 
It was v arigated with the general 
co lo r o f y ello w and o range, tinged here 
and there with a du ll red, no t u nlike a 
go ld fish. 
We elbo wed o u r way thro u gh 
the cro wd and to o k a lo o k at this strang­ 
er to o u r waters and mo destly su ggested 
that it was a carp. 
Bu t we were pu t 
do wn u nceremo nio u sly by a nu mber o f 
v o ices. 
“ Naw it taint,” said o ne fisher­ 
man entirely to o tall and mu scu lar to be 
squ elched by any argu ment fro m u s. An­ 
o ther chap said he had seen carp and 
“ that’s no carp,” and u s we had nev er 
seen a real liv e carp we co nclu ded to 
draw o u t o f the debate. 
‘I’v e seen carp 
and carp haint go t no scales;” said an­ 
o ther. One party remarked that he bad 
fished here in Ro ck liv er thirty o dd y ears 
and he nev er saw any thing like that. 
The fish was co lo red as we hav e stated 
and had ru nning fro m its head to its tail, 
o n each side, three ro ws o f v ery large 
scales; nearly the size o f a qu arter o f a 
do llar; and between these ro ws the skin 
was bare, v ery mu ch like the co v ering o f 
a catfish, tho u gh o f lighter co lo r. 
On 
the u pper jaw were two barbels, which 
deco rated, like the well wax ed mu stache 
o f a du de, either side o f its sail, fishlike 
mo u th. 
The scientist will at o nce reco gnize, by 
the discriptio n, that the wo nderfu l fish 
was a carp. 
It was indeed a fine speci­ 
men o f the “ Mirro r Carp 
”—cyp rin m 
co rp io sp ecu la ri* 
to be qu ite scientific in 
the matter. 
There are three distinct 
species o f carp each qu ite different fro m 
the o ther, especially in o u tward appear­ 
ance. 
The bo dy o f o ne v ariety is co m 
pletely co v ered with scales and ano ther— 
the Leather Crrp—has no scales w hat­ 
ev er; the skin bting bare like that o f a 
catfish. 
The o ne cau ght o n Wednesday 
in Ro ck riv er is o f the specie that we 
hav e especially described. The carp is a 
{range so rt o f a fish. 
It will thriv e in 
swamps and po nds where o ther fish can 
no t liv e aad fo r that reaso n was intro ­ 
du ced into Eu ro pe o v er six hu ndred y ears 
ago , fro m Central Asia. Artificial carp- 
po nds arc no w qu ite nu mero u s in Eu ro pe, 
the fish are being intro du ced into this 
co u ntry . 
Its habits are pecu liar. 
Abo u t 
the mo nth o f Octo ber it makes its bed in 
the mu d and sleeps thro u gh the winter; 
no t mo v ing o r eating u ntil it co mes o u t 
o f its ho le in March. The natu ralist has 
no mo re interesting stu dy than that o f 
the great v ariety o f fish that he finds. 
While it is su ppo sed that in the v ery deep 
waters o f the sea there are many v arie­ 
ties neVer seen by man tho se that hav e 
been disco v ered, and their pecu liarities 
stu died by the scientist, are no t well u n­ 
dersto o d by the general reader. Many 
readers ev en o f 
T h e T e le g r ap h may no t 
kno w that there are sev eral species o f fish 
which are mu ch mo re at ho me o u t o f 
their natu ral element than any specimens 
o f the hu man race are in water. The 
climbing perch is a remarkable ex ample 
fo u nd in Asia. 
This singu lar creatu re 
appears mu ch like o ther perch, bu t is en­ 
do wed with an ex trao rdinary po wer o f 
leav ing failing 
streams, climbing the 
banks, and pro ceeding o v er dry land land 
in qu est o f better filled water co u rses. 
Hu ndreds o f them hav e been seen at a 
distance o f fifty o r six ty y ards fro m a 
po o l ju st abando ned, and they were still 
trav eline, 
tho u gh the gro u nd was so 
ro u gh that this distance mu st 
hav e 
requ ired su fficient mu scu lar ex ertio n to 
take them half a mile o v er lev el gro u nd. 
So me writers ev en assert that this fish is 
capable o f climbing the ro u gh *stcms o f 
palm-trees. The fishermen o f the Gan­ 
ges, who su bsist largely o n climbing 
perch, are accu sto med to keep them iu 
dry earthen pans fo r fiv e o r six day s after 
catching, and they liv e this strange fife 
witho u t apparent disco mfo rt.

There were ready, fully 
equipped and plated, within 100 days fro m 
the tim e he received no tice to do the wo rk 
They were the first iro nclad vessels co n­ 
structed by the go vernment. 
In 1862-3 he 
designed and co nstructed six turreted iro n 
vessels, all heavily plated. 
In 1867-74 be de­ 
signed and co nstructed the g reat steel-arched 
bridge o ver the Mississippi river a t St. Lo uis. 
This wo rk is reno wned amo ng the great en­ 
gineering feats o f tho century, and its con ­ 
structio n was regarded a t the tim e by scien­ 
tific men as tho so lutio n o f a great pro blem 
in the engineering wo rld. 
An apparently insurm o untable difficulty 
in the navigatio n o f the mo uth o f the M a - 
sissippi river has been the eno urmo us quan­ 
tities o f mud and sand depo sited at its mo uth. 
An idea o f the extent o f this depo sit may be 
gained fro m the fact th at the river emptia-« 
into the gulf o f Mexico 72,00o ,Uo o cubic teal 
of w ater per minute, each cubic fo o t co n- 
tuing nearly two cubic inches o f mud and 
sand.

IMPURITIES FOUND IN 
ICE. 


E pidem ic» Trace*! to le e Cut from a Con­ 
tain! noted I'ond—T ltneiy A dvice. 
Questions as to t lie dangers to health con­ 
nected with the use of ice taken from certain 
localities are of great interest, the more so 
since disease produced by the use of contam­ 
inated ice could rarely lie traced to its true 
cause, w hich in most cases would probably 
not l» e even suspected. 
Attention was in fact 
not called to this matter until 18 7 5 , when an 
epidemic of diarrhea at Rye Ileach, N. H., 
was clearly tra<*e*l to ice cut from a contam­ 
inated ¡Kind. 
Bince that time the same cause 
has been suspected or proved in about half a 
dozen cases of occurrence of typhoid fever or 
of diarrhea. 
Certainly this Is a very small 
proportion of bad resuits as compared with tin* 
almost universal use of ice, especially when 
we rememlier that jieople will cut ice from 
streams or ponds that they would consider too 
impure to furnish drinking water, because 
they think freezing purifies water. While the 
purification of water by freezing does occur 
to a considerable extent, it is by no means 
complete or to lie relied on. 
Freezing does 
not destroy the vitality of seine bacteria, 
no r 
does it sp*« oially tend to free the water from 
» lead organic matter. 
That freezing will not 
destroy the life of the bacillus of typhoid 
fever is shown by I>r. B illings in acoiutimu: 
eation which is given in another column of 
this jo urnal. 
It will 1* > seen fro m w hat haslx en said that 
when a health auth o rity is called o n to «?**<*; b 
w hether the w ater o f a particular stream <»i 
po nd is o r is no ; so im pure th a t ice cut fro m 
it will pro bably b dangero us to health, it can

very rarely I «* p ■ -ible to pro ve th a t ice tab* n 
fro m that ¡ articular lo cality, o r even tu* 
w ater fro m tl. * in me place, has caused dis­ 
ease. 
Nevertheless, these pro babilities m ay 
l» u quite sufficient to warrant the fo rbidding 
the sale o f ice i;.k n fr< ni a particular sjnit. 
This seem ; t > have 1»; eti the ease as regards 
i<*c o ut fro » ’* < hio r.dn 
i lak e, which the <-*ry 
bo ar*I o f hvabh - f bvrm -use, in this state, fo r­ 
bade to be so ld f**r any use which wo uld 
bring it in*o direct co ntact with articles o f 
fo *hI o r drink . 
The firm engaged in pack ing 
and selling this ico o bjected to this interfer­ 
ence w ith their business, whereupo n Mi*. 
J anies T. G ardner investigated the m atter fo r 
the state bo ard o f health, which has published 
his repo rt. 
Mr. G ardner fo und th a t O no n­ 
daga lake is co ntam inated with sew age; that 
the contamination is increasing 
fro m the 
sewers of Syracuse, and that ice taken 
fro m 
it contains living bacteria of various kinds, 
and about 10 per cent, of the sewage* matters 
in the water from which it is formed. 
He, 
therefore, approves 
the order of the city 
board of health, and the propriety and wis­ 
dom of this decision can hardly be questioned. 
—Sanitary Engineer.
